Mr. Eaton also purcbased one or 
two lots covering the Temple site, for 
which he paid $500. These lots, we 
were informed, he had deeded to the 
Bishop or Trustee-in-Trust of the Re- 
organized Church.“ Subsequently 
we learned frem Mr. Jobn Scott, of 
Plano, a member of the Re. organ- 
ized Church,“ that the Whitmers held 
the tax titles to these lots.

She was 
well acquainted formerly with Elder 
Pratt, and many others about whom 
she inquired. She treated us kindly, 
brought us grapes of their own raising, 
which she remarked were ‘‘grown in 
Zion,” and although the ‘‘ gleanings 
after the vintage was done,” were of 
very excellent. quality and flavor. 

We learned from Mr. and Mrs. 
Eaton that there were some 70 fami- 
lies gathered in and around Independ- 


ence, who are waiting the Redemp - 


tion of Zion,” etc. These were all mem- 
bers of the Re. organized Church,” 
commonly known as the Josephites. 

Land in the vicinity of Independ.- 
ence was very low—being worth from 
$15 to $25 or $30 per acre, and more 
distant from the town somewhat less, 
varying according to the improve: 
ments, etc. 

- The number of inhabitants in Inde 
pendence was estimated at about 
3,000, and in Jackson County at About 
60,000, ‘some 40, 000 or 50,000 of whom 
were in Kansas City ‘alone: / The 
farms, wherever we passed, had the 
appearance of being almost deserted, 
being neglected and overgrown: with 


rank weeds, among which thé corn 


and other crops seemed left to struggle 
against great odds for their existence. 
The farm houses, if proper to dignify 
‘them by that name, were almost uni- 


versally small, old and dilapidated; pre- 


zenting unmistakable evidences of 
unthrift and decay, the result of in- 
delenoe.

At Independence we met with Wm. 


E. McLellin, one of the first Council 
of the Twelve. He seemed very much 
pleased to see us, and urged very 
strongly for us to prolong our visit. 
He pointed out to us the spot on 
which stood the fine two story brick 
printing office, which was demolished 
by the mob in the summer of 1833; 
also the dwellings of several families 
of the followers of “ Young Joseph,” 
and of a family named Humphreys, 
who still claimed to belong to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

We called on brother Humphreys 
at his shop, and found him pleased to 
meet with us. 

Mr. McLellin related many circum- 


stances relative to the early persecu-_ 


tions in Jackson County, referring to 
some of the mob, among others he 
mentioned Sam Owens,” killed by 
Mexicans.” Said Col. Pitcher was 
still living in Independence, that he 
was an exception to the rest of the

McLellin himself was very eccentric 
and opinionated.

We replied, ‘‘Yes, and we have sent 
that Book to the Danes, the Swedes, 
the Spanish, the Italians, the French, 
the German, the Welsh, and to the 
islands of the Sea, the book even 
having been translated, into Hindoo- 
stanee. So you see the Church has 
not been idle.“ To this he made no 
reply. In parting with him, he said 
‘‘This may be the last time I shall 
ever see you in the flesh, so farewell.” 
This ended our interview with the 
last remaining witness who saw the 
plates of the Book of Mormon, yet 
not the last witness of its truth, for 
now such witnesses are multiplied 
into tens of thousand.

Instances of Saints withdvawhig money G 1 have deposited toward their 
emancipation from these lands, occasionally occur. We presume that in most 
instances, the parties have good reasons for this action, being necessitated to 
take this course from lack of employment and consequently of adequate means 
of living. 

However, we think the Saints should not withdraw the amounts they have 
deposited, unless absolutely compelled to do so. We advise them to pay in 
means for their emigration as rapidly as possible, and when they deposit it 
to consider it sacred for the purpose for which it is intended; to live along 
without touching it until sufficient has been accumulated to enable them to 
go to Zion. 

The condition of affairs among thene old nations is strongly 1 of 
3 approeching greater trouble. On this account we are anxious to see the Saints 
putting forth their energies, straining every nerve, to get to Zion that they 
may escape the impending ruin. Jt is greatly pleasing to us to see them deposit- 
means toward their emigration,,and it is correspondingly a matter of regret 
when they, from necessity or otherwise, withdraw what they have already paid

Leeds, Dec. Sth, 1878. 
President Wm. Budge. 

Dear Brother,—Since my return 
from Liverpool, in October, I have 
been nearly over the entire Confer- 
ence, and some portions of it many 
times. 1 believe all thé people to be 
occupied in some class of labor, thus 
procuring that which sustains life, ao 
that temporally they are blessed be. 
yond many who at present are begging 
from door to door in many parts of 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. Spiritnally 
the people have not felt better, to my 
knowledge, during my labors among 
them. 

The fortnight preceding the last 
week I passed with the Saints in the 
Hull branch, among whom Bro: J: E. 
Metcalf has been laboring for the last 
eighteen months, with marked success. 
This branch, a few years back, seemed 
to be in a dying condition. Interest 
in the work appeared to have departed 
from the minds of all except a few 
who remained faithful. President 
Jagger informs me that many times he 
and two or tbree others 4. met 
together of a Sunday to hold meeting, 
but through the labors of the Etders, 
aided materially by President Jagger, 
Brother Watson and others of: the 
local priesthood, the work received an 
impetus and began to make progressive 
strides, until now there is a floutish- 
ing branch of about sixty members, 
with several families emigrated durin 
the last season, and they seldom hol 
a meeting without having strangers 
present.
